PLANTING OF ORCHARDS. 


Preparing: tlm Still—When antl Uow to 


Plant—IJlitt»ii«» Apurt of Tr»w)«. 


The soil in whiuh U-CBB aro sot should, 


as n rule, liu in a thorough state of cul- 
tivation. It is generally best to put tho 
laud dosiguud for an oi-clinrrt into hoed 
ui-ops the ru'ovions Keason. There is juncli 
(lift'arenco of opinion as to tlie rulntli e 
nisrits of fall and spi-iufi planting. Tli la 
quostioll innat bo suttlort by uach iufli- 
viilnal, who known best his own SUT- 
ronndinyri and couclitiony. 


Ti-efis are usually sot too close togeth- 


er. Tint's are wide feeders, anil the bosh 
results aro obtained -when each tree 
stands far enough from its neighbor to 
allow it to possess an individuality all 
its own. Sparse planting also facilitates 
spraying ami buttL'i- cultivation. 
The 


distance at which trees may bo sot cla- 
pouds much on tho system of. pruning. 
If heading in is followed vigorously, 
trees may be sot a third uearor than if 
allowed to take thuir natural form. 
Heading iu should always be practiced 
with dwarf pears, and many of our best 
growers pnrstiu it with poaches, pltu'ns 
und (|niiices. 
Professor Bailey of the 


Cornell (N. Y.) station advises tlun 
planting and culls attention to tho fol- 
lowing tahlo as ruprosenting the ontsitlo 
avcrago limit for tho planting ot or- 
chards when tho trees aro allowed to 
take their natural form: Apples, '10 feet 
each way; pours, standard, 20 to
